LYONS, France, Nov 13.—Be- 


tween 40 and 100 persons lost their 
lives and scores were injured to- 
day when a disastrous series of 
landslides demolished 
dozens of 


homes and buildings in the dense- 
ly populated St. Jean district of 
Fouvieres, a suburb of Lyons, one 
of Fance's largest and most im- 
portant industrial centers. 


Among the dead were 18 firemen 


and seven policemen who were 
caught by a second slide after the 
first avalanche had torn its path 
of destruction down the hillside 
on which St. Jean nestles. 


The first slide occurred shortly 


after 1 o'clock this morning, and 
was caused by the 
unexplained 


collapse of a wall of the St. Jean 
hospital. 


As the electricity 
supply was 


cut off by the first slide, rescuers 
worked by flickering torchlight, 
laboring bravely in the face of 
death from new landslides in an 
effort to rescue scores of injured 
who were trapped in the shambles 
of their homes.

destruction. 


Several hours alter the catast-

missing but were believed merely 
to have fled in panic to places of 
safety. 
City officials placed the 


known dead at 35 at 10 o'clock 
this morning (5 a. m. eastern stan- 
dard time). 


FAMILIES LOST 


Entire families, sleeping in their 


modest homes in the congested in- 
dustrial area, were trapped with- 
out any chance of escape. Rescu- 
ers dug frantically In the ruins in 
the faint hop$ that some might be 
found alive bcnoath the shattered 
wreckage o(. their homes. 


The cathedral of St. Jean, which 


tops the hillside, escaped destruc- 
tion only by a few feet. The de- 
bris from the avalanche was pil- 
ed to a height of forty feet, com- 
pletely obliterating the buildings 
that lay in its path.
